Applicants' representative proposed amending indpendent claim 1 to make it clear that the basal plane and the partial 
polar surface are on the same surface of the substrate body. This was pointed out to be distinct from Nakano since 
Nakano's partial polar surface was on a different face of the substrate body than basal plane. Applicants' 
representative was informed that this proposed amendment appeared to overcome the rejections over the prior art and 
to cure the deficiencies under 35 USC 112 2nd paragraph, but that the ultimate determination of patentability would be 
made when applicants filed their amendment. No agreement as to patentability was made. 
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
